The post-mortem examination over
the body of Carter revealed the lo-
cation of the pullet from the first
shot fired and which Is responsible
for the ending of his career Aftor
entering the alde the leaden ball
cut a gash In one Intestlne about
two inches In length and passed on
around to the left side flanlly lodge-
Ing on th pelvis bone. The second
bullet ontered the shoulder; but was
not found.
